The suggestion is often made here to 
work all of [the prisoners in the coun­ 
ty jail upon the Rushville streets. 
There is a law upon the subject which 
permits this, 
Theffollowing sections 
304 aad 305 of the public offenses act 
passed by the Indiana legislature in 
1905: 
Section 304 reads: “ All able bodied 
male prisoners sentenced [to any coun­ 
ty jail or workhouse while held for 
punishment of [the non-payment of 
fines or costs, whether the judgment 
embraces also imprisonment or is for 
a fine and costs only, may be put at 
hard labor upon [thefpublic wharves, 
streets, alleys or other thoroughfares 
or public grounds in any city or town 
in the county where convicted or upon 
any pnblic road or highway therein 
or upon any other public work under 
such rules and regulations as 


According to W. H. Freeman, secre­ 
tary of the State Board of Forestry, I 
and B. W. Douglas, of Indianapolis, a 
field agent for the board, many farm - 1 
ers over the State will be disappointed 
over the result of their experience in j 
trying to raise catalpa [trees for fence j 
posts. 
According to these gentlemen I 
there are two species of the catalpa 
that are every common. 
The ordinary 
catalpa and the catalpa speciosa. 
The 
former is said to be good for nothing 
at all, while the latter is hardwood 
and lasts well in the [ground making 
satisfactory' and lasting fence posts. 
It has developed that hundreds of 
farmers have been deceived. 
Under 
the impression that thev were getting 
and planting seeds of the catalpa spec- 
ioso they have planted seeds and are 
raising hundreds of [thousands of the 
worthless or ordinary catalpa, which 
is practically good for nothing. 
Mr. Douglas says it is very easy to 
distinguish between the two varieties. 
The worthless or common catalpa has 
pods from two to'four feet long and 
about as large around as a lead pencil, 
while the good variety [or catalpa 
speciosa has iMxfs [not less than eigh­ 
teen inches long and about one-half 
inch in diameter. 
The seeds of the 
two varieties are verv similar and hard

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In the way of old books, or family 
heirlooms [of any character, John R. 
Carmichael, of North Main street, has 
in his possession, one that is as old as 
the proverbial hills, in a Latin school 
book. 
It was used by his 
grandfather. 
Judge William Laughlin, who attended 
the Jefferson College in Pennsylvania, 
then the 
foremost 
school 
in 
the 
Union. 
Judge Laughlin was one of 
the earliest pioneers of this section of 
ludiana, and laid[ont the town of Rush­ 
ville. 
The book is in a good state of pres­ 
ervation. 
It is the orations and let­ 
ters of Socrates, translated from the 
Greek to the Latin. 
It was printed 
in 1553, and in 18 76 was pronounced 
the oldest book exhibited at the Cen­ 
tennial in Philadelphia 
The binding which is about one 
quarter of an inch in thickness is of 
sprinkled sheep hide, and the paper 
| used was ail made by 
hand. 
The 
I printing of the* book shows excellent 
workmanship, and the leaves are all 
| gilt edge, a luxury in the pioneer book 
binding period.

j which i s in the old style italics, is 


j that while they used the long **» “ — 
! prevalent in 
those days—the letter 
j “ u” is also used, as it is now in 
j the present 
day alphabet.

olden times they did not use the “ a”

It is indeed a rare carlo, and on

Senator Hemenway does not 
anticipate that there will he much ac­ 
complished at the short session of con 
gress except the passage of the gen­ 
eral appropriation hills. 
He does not 
b elieve that any revision of the tariff 
will b e attem pted. 


Daniel 11. M cAb ee^state factory in 
spcetor. has sub mitted his annual re­ 
port to Coven rr Hanly.
